U.S. Representative William D. Ford 
(D—Ypsilanti Township) has announced 
that President Bill Clinton has nominated 
Romulus resident Andrea Brown to the 
Board of Directors of the Corporation for 
National Service. 

If confirmed by the U.S. Senate, 
Brown will be one of 14 members to 
serve on the Board, and the only mem- 
ber who is currently a college student. 
Other Board nominees include tennis 
star Chris Evert; Teresa Heinz, widow of 
the late U.S. Senator John Heinz; and 
Academy Award-winning actress, Marlee 
Matlin. 





"I'm pleased that the President has 
recognized Andrea Brown's strong com- 
mitment to community service by choos- 
ing her to serve on the Board which will 
oversee his national service programs,” 
said Ford. "Andrea is an outstanding 
young woman who will bring intelligence 
and perspective to the Board's work." 

A Romulus native, Brown is a sopho- 
more at the University of Toledo, where 


-she is majoring in political science. She 


has been extremely active in her com- 
munity, and testified last year before 
Ford's House Committee on Education 
and Labor on legislation to create the 


Corporation for National Service. 

In hertestimony, Brown, then an 18- 
year-old senior at Romulus High School, 
spoke of the value of community service 
in her life. She encouraged the House to 
enact National Service legislation to make 
the opportunity to serve others available 
to more young people. 

Brown's college education is made 
possible, in part, by five scholarships 
that she received as a result of her in- 
volvement in community service. She 
was also a recipient of the William D. 
Ford Medalof Merit for Outstanding Youth 
in 1992.0 





Ground Broken for Expansion at Metro Airport Center 


On Friday, August 26, 1994, Romulus 
Mayor Beverly McAnally and other City, 
Wayne County, and Detroit Metropolitan 
Airport officials attended a ground-break- 
ing ceremony hosted by Chicago-based 
Heitman Properties Ltd. — one of the 
nation's top-10 real estate firms — fora 
spec 76,000-square-foot, single-story 
warehouse facility at Metro Airport Cen- 
ter. Scheduled for completion by year's 
end, the warehouse will be the park's 
tenth building since developmentin 1989. 
The center currently is 92% leased. 

Set on more than 72 acres, Metro 
Airport Centeris located adjacentto Metro 
Airport at the corner of Wayne and 
Goddard roads. The center's existing 
nine buildings and undeveloped land 
recently were purchased by Heitman 


Advisory Corp. on behalf of institutional 
clients. In addition to the project begun 
last month, Metro Airport Center can 
accommodate future development of six 
additional office, warehouse, or indus- 
trial buildings totalling 300,000 square 
feet. When completed, the park will con- 
tain approximately 814,000 square feet 
of space. 

"Heitman Properties is seeking to 
expand its industrial holdings in the De- 
troit market," said Heitman executive 
vice-president Ronald Berger. "We con- 
sider it a strategic region to facilitate 
national and international commerce.” 

“Metro Airport Center exemplifies the 


current resurgence of the Detroit econ- . 


omy, particularly in the Wayne County/ 
Metro Airport area," added Heitman 


senior vice-president and regional leas- 
ing manager Marla Freeman. "The facil- 
ity was built during the worst real-estate 
market in decades and notonly survived, 
it thrived. Metro Airport Center continues 
to be successful today because it satis- 
fies a real marketplace need for high- 
quality space." 

The new facility, located in a feder- 
ally approved foreign trade zone, will 
feature 16-foot clear heights in the ware- 
house and separate car and truck park- 
ing/receiving areas. Other noteworthy 
characteristics include security lighting 
and the fact that buildings will be fully 
sprinklered. The facility has been de- 
signed for air freight industries as well as 
manufacturing, distribution, and light

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Vote ""Yes"on Tuesday, September 20

Earlier this year, Michigan voters 
significantly reduced their property-tax 
burden by adopting Proposal A, which 
eliminated all but a minimum amount of 
the millage they were paying for our 
state's public education system, and 
supplemented that loss with a two-per- 
cent increase in sales tax. 

Now Romulus voters have achance 
to lower their homeowners’ millage rates 
even further, yet still raise an additional 
$850,000 per year (for three years) in 
funds for theirschools. Such funds would 
allow the School District to pay off its 
deficit; purchase software, buses, and 
technology training; and take care of 
severalnecessary maintenance projects. 
Sound too good to be true? It isn't. 

That's because the Romulus Board 
of Education has adopted a resolution to 
lower homeowners’ millage rates by five 
mills for the next three years if they will 
agree to the passage of a three-mill en- 
hancement millage on a// property in the 
District. The net effect of such a move 
would be to lower our homeowners’ 
school taxes by two mills (-5 + 3 = -2). 


Why should homeowners consider it 
"fair" to raise businesses’ taxes without 
raising their own? While the passage of 
Proposal A did result in an overall tax 
decrease for many residents, it also had 
another effect: a decrease in the ratio of 
education tax dollars paid by business 
versus homeowners. By adopting the 
school millage proposal facing them this 
month, Romulus voters will be making a 
move to restore that balance by shifting 
more of the cost of education back to 
area businesses. 

Four years ago, the people of 
Romulus made areal commitment to the 
future of our community's young people 
by passing a $45-million bond issue to 
vastly upgrade technology in our schools 
and improve our facilities overall. That 
promise has been kept, and it would be 
a shame to withdraw our support now, 
justwhenthese improvements have been 
completed and are beginning to make a 
difference in our children's education. 

Won't you support this WIN—WIN 
Situation by voting "yes" on September 
20, 1994? Doing so will benefit both your 
children and your pocketbook. 


_. An Urgent Plea: Please Settle Now!

It's gone on long enough, friends 
and neighbors. It's time to put a stop to 
this whole mess before someone be- 
comes seriously hurt — or worse. 

When New Boston resident R.-P. Lilly 
—a prominent spokesperson for Romulus 
Environmentalists Care About People 
(RECAP) — and his wife Helena stepped 
outside their home on the morning of 
Tuesday, September 6, they suffered an 
unpleasant surprise, to say the least. 

On the hood of the couple's car was 
a small, white box, which turned out to 
contain the severed head of a dead ani- 
mal — possibly a bobcat. A letter — com- 
posed of characters cut from newsprint — 
was attached to the box; amid profanity 
and racial slurs, it threatened Mr. Lilly's 
wife and/or grandchildren with a similar 
decapitation if he continued to attend 
Romulus City Council or Zoning Board of 
Appeals meetings. The letter was signed 
"KKK." 

Mr. Lilly contacted the police, who 
are Currently investigating the matter. 

News of the incident spread quickly 
throughout both Romulus and New Bos- 
ton. Regardless of their stance on the 
Environmental Disposal Systems, Inc. 
(EDS) injection well, people have ex- 
pressed their outrage against the person 
or persons behind such a threat, and 
support of the Lilly family in their right to 
maintain their own opinions without hav- 
ing to fear for their safety. 

It's heartening to see that at least 
some sanity and humanity remains in 
this strife-torn community. 

There has also been a great deal of 
speculation as to whether or not the 


threat is a serious one, or is instead the 
work of someone trying to attain some 
other end entirely. Such speculation is 
useless. The fact remains that we must 
all treat this matter as if we were certain 
that it was meant in deadly earnest, 
because to do anything less might result 
in a real tragedy. 

Our community can't go on like this. 
For the past year, as the dissension over 
the EDS wellhas dragged on and on and 
on, the bitterness, frustration, and even 
hatred has been building to the danger 
point. What began -— on both sides, mind 
you — with crank phone calls, nails in 
driveways, and "stalkings,” began to es- 
Calate — first into threats and several 
assaults (which were, thankfully, fairly 
minor), and now into this most vicious 
attack. How much longer will it be before 
the worst happens? 

In the past, when we at. "the little 
paper” have asked our city's leaders to 
settle this matter once and for all, we 


_have explained our position in terms of 


financial ruin, the loss of good will, anda 
sense of fair play. Allof these are the best 
of reasons for settlement; and they re- 
main just as relevant today as they were 
in the past. 

Now, however, it is with a renewed 
urgency that we again appeal to our 
elected officials to work out a compro- 
mise with EDS. Itis up to them to take the 
lead in this matter; if they don't, the City 
of Romulus will only continue to be 
trapped in this endless nightmare. 

Now, please don't misunderstand: 
We are not asking people to back down 
froma strong conviction because of fear.

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Some Common Questions Asked 
About Michigan's Fall Colors 


What is the best time to view the 
State's fall colors? 

The color show peaks in stages, 
beginning at the top of the state — 
where cooler temperatures arrive first 
— and, subsequently, moving down- 
ward. Peak color is generally found in 
the Upper Peninsula between mid 
September and early October; in the 
northern Lower Peninsula between 
late September and mid October; in 
mid Michigan from early to mid Octo- 
ber; and in southern Lower Michigan 
from mid to late October. 


What makes the leaves change 
color? 


Weather conditions in early Sep- 
tember largely determine the success 
of the fall color display. If there are 
bright, sunny days and cool nights, a 
good show can be expected. Daylight 
length is also significant. Shorter days 
cause leaves to stop producing chlo- 
rophyll andlose their green color. Also, 
rain helps growing conditions. An ade- 
quate amount of summer rainfall 
means the tree leaves will be bigger 
and healthierwhen they turnto autumn 
shades. Although rain is desirable, 
continuous cloudy weather is not, 
since that stops the sugar production 
that creates the brilliant red leaves. 


How many species of trees are 
there, and what colors dothey turn? 
In Michigan's 18-million acres of 
forests, there are close to 100 differ- 
ent species of trees. Michigan's au- 
tumn foliage boasts a mixture of red, 
yellow, gold, and orange hues. Some 
of the prettiest trees for color viewing 
are aspen, oak, maple, birch, and 
sumac. 
What is the best way to view 
Michigan's fall color show? 

There is no single best way to 
enjoy the fall color display. Michigan 
travelers can view the show by car, 
train, boat, and hot-air balloon; at fes- 
tivals, golf courses, campgrounds, and 
luxury resorts. 

A AAA Michigan touring coun- 
selor at one of 37 Statewide branch 
offices can help Auto Club members 
set up a personalized fall color tour. 
And AAA Michigan's Festival Sched- 
ules for September and October, avail- 
able at branch offices, list many au- 
tumn festivals Statewide. 

The Michigan Travel Bureau's Fall 
Travel Map & Calendar of Events also 
suggests 14 of the State's best color 
tours and lists fall events. Call (800) 
5432-YES to receive the Travel Bu- 
reau information. O 
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Autumn Leaves Brighten 
Michigan's College Towns 


Some of the State’s most stunning 
fall color can be found at Michigan col- 
leges and universities. 

Many State campuses were carved 
Out of heavily forested areas where a 
wide variety of tree species still stand, 
according to AAA Michigan. 

"On the campuses of Central, West- 
ern, and Michigan State universities, for 
example, fall color buffs will find about 
100 different species of trees," said AAA 
Michigan Travel and Member Services 
director Peter Erickson. 

The grand color show extends to 
urban campuses as well, Erickson said, 
noting: "Detroit's Wayne State is a good 
example of a city campus heavily popu- 
lated with ash and maple trees, which 
make for an excellent color display.” 

Michigan State University Forestry 
professor Melvin Koelling added another 
reason why fall color on campuses is 
often spectacular: "In addition to the origi- 
nal foliage, trees not necessarily native 
to the region have been planted on some 
campuses to enrich teaching and add to 
the diversity of color." 

Whether viewing color on a college 
Campus or in Michigan's 18 million acres 
of forest, you're sure to see an outstand- 
ing display, said Erickson. 

"As of mid August, we've already 
seen a substantial amount of leaves 


changing in the Upper Peninsula and 
northern Lower Peninsula, which indi- 
cates we've had the bright, sunny days 
and cool nights necessary for vibrant 
color,” he explained. "We've also had an 
adequate amount of rainfall, which has 
encouraged healthy tree growth and big- 
ger, more vivid leaves.” 

During the fall color season, which 
begins in mid September in the Upper 
Peninsula and ends in late October in 
southern Lower Michigan, many busi- 
nesses reporttourist counts rivaling those 
of summer. Michigan's mild fall weather 
and reputation as a sports-lover's para- 
dise make it perfect for combining acolor 
tour with golf onone of 600 publiccourses, 
charterboat or lake fishing excursions, 
canoeing, hunting, hiking, or camping. 

This year, AAA Michigan has created 
nine maps of colorful State campuses, 
Starting from the western section of the 
Upper Peninsula, home of Michigan Tech- 
nological University in Houghton, to the 
southeast corner of the Lower Peninsula, 
where Detroit's Wayne State and Ann 
Arbor's University of Michigan are. 

Beginning September 15, travelers 
can Call the Michigan Travel Bureau at 
(800) MI-4-FALL for a report on fall color 
conditions across the State, updated by 
AAA Michigan each Thursday through 
the end of October. O 


NMU Color Brightens— 
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Nonhem Michigan University’s breathtaking array of beech, mountain ash, 
toppler and birch trees make the autumn season an anticipated event in 
Marquette. Visitors to this Upper Peninsula community can take in the full 
effect by participating in guided walking tours across campus. NMU also 
boasts the world's largest wooden dome in their Great Lakes Sports Training 
Center. Outside of campus, a trip to Presque Isle Park yields even more fall 
color and numerous picnic facilities. While in downtown Marguette, visit the 
County Courthouse where the film “Anatomy of a Murder” was filmed and 
you'll find stones autographed by cast members, including Jimmy Stewart. 
The Marquette Historical and Maritime museums offer a view of 19th century 
life in that city. 


Gizen and white may be the colors of Traverse City’s Northwestern Michigan 
College, but you'll find more crimson and gold on campus during fall color 
season. Hardwoods, pine and beech are some of the tree types that characterize 
the campus. In addition to fall color, the campus boasts a Museum Center with 
its own art collection, and visitors can take in music and drama performances at 
various sites. The nearby area also offers a multitude of diversions, including 
more than 30 golf courses, several orchards for visitors to enjoy autumn's 
bountiful harvest and award-winning wineries. The 36-mile trip around Old 
Mission Peninsula is particularly scenic and saturated with colorful poplars, 
oaks and maples lining Grand Traverse Bay.
